To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Thorne  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Health 
Report  for  your  district  for  the  year  ending  31st.  December,  1972. 

During  the  year  there  were  679  live  births  giving  a  rate  of  17.0  per 
thousand,  this  is  a  reduction  of  64  compared  with  the  previous  year,  but  still 
well  above  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  number  of  children  dying  before  their  first  birthday  was  15,  a 
reduction  of  2  on  the  total  for  the  previous  year  and  is  the  lowest  number  for 
over  20  years.  The  infant  mortality  rate  of  22.1  is  only  slightly  above  the 
average  for  the  whole  country.  The  above  figure  is  a  very  satisfactory  one 
for  an  industrial  area  like  Thorne  and  must  reflect  some  credit  on  the  Child 
Health  Services. 

Deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  391,  a  rise  of  46  compared  with  the 
previous  year,  the  main  cause  of  death  remained  as  usual  heart  and  circula¬ 
tory  disease,  deaths  from  lung  cancer  again  showed  a  fall  and  now  total  11. 
It  is  expected  that  as  the  average  age  of  the  area  gradually  rises,  the  number 
of  deaths  per  annum  will  continue  to  rise  for  some  years  yet  before  reaching 
a  comparatively  steady  figure. 

The  downward  trend  of  home  confinements  of  mothers  continued  and  is 
the  lowest  ever  recorded  at  69,  i.e.  an  average  of  only  slightly  over  one  weekly 
over  the  whole  area. 

There  is  very  little  worthy  of  note  regarding  infectious  diseases  apart  from 
the  minor  outbreak  of  infective  hepatitis  which  occurred  in  common  with 
many  other  areas. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  two  large  Health  Centres  at  Thorne 
and  Hatfield  are  nearing  completion  and  it  is  expected  that  both  will  open 
before  the  end  of  the  current  year.  Many  meetings  and  discussions  have 
occurred  with  the  various  bodies  concerned  to  try  and  ensure  the  smooth 
running  of  these  clinics  when  in  operation. 

The  reorganisation  of  Local  Government  areas  is  now  rapidly  approach¬ 
ing  finality  and  although  a  hurried  report  on  the  health  services  covering  the 
present  year  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  possible  after  December  31st,  1973,  this 
may  be  my  last  opportunity  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  Thorne  Council 
whom  I  have  tried  to  serve  for  the  last  22  years,  for  their  kindness  and  con¬ 
sideration  to  me  personally  —  I  am  deeply  grateful. 

Once  again  I  must  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  all  the  staff  and  my 
Divisional  Administrative  Officer,  Mr.  Howitt  who  has  been  responsible  for 
collating  the  various  statistical  details  —  I  wish  them  all  well  in  the  new 
organisation  after  March,  1974.

There  are  five  child  welfare  centres  in  the  district.  The  various  sessions 
being  shown  under  ‘W.R.C.C.  Clinics’.  A  part-time  Medical  Officer  is  in 
attendance  weekly  at  each  clinic,  except  Hatfield  once  monthly.  In  addition, 
each  clinic  is  staffed  by  one  health  visitor  and  her  assistant,  together  with 
assistance  from  voluntary  staff. 

Work  is  now  progressing  satisfactorily  in  adapting  the  Thome  Child 
Welfare  Centre  to  a  Health  Centre,  which  will  accommodate  local  general 
practitioners  together  with  an  extension  of  Local  Health  Authority  services. 

Work  continues  also  at  the  new  Hatfield  Health  Centre,  and  at  the  time 
of  writing  this  report,  there  is  every  indication  that  both  centres  will  be  com¬ 
pleted  during  1973. 

The  County  Council  considered  in  September  a  report  on  the  advantages 
and  disadvantages  of  continuing  to  make  available  various  proprietary  brands 
of  baby  foods  at  infant  welfare  sessions,  and  in  October  decided  to  withdraw 
from  all  clinics  the  availability  of  such  foods. 

National  Welfare  foods  however,  continue  to  be  available  at  all  clinics. 

Health  Education  continues  to  be  an  important  feature  at  all  clinics, 
displays  on  various  subjects  are  continually  arranged,  by  the  Health  Visiting 
Staff.

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HEALTH  VISITING 


All  new  bom  babies  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor  when  ten  days  old 
and  revisited  at  varying  intervals  through  the  early  years  of  life  —  close 
contact  with  mother  and  baby  is  also  maintained  through  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre. 

Contact  is  made  as  soon  as  possible  with  new  families  moving  into  the 
area,  with  a  view  to  establishing  a  friendly  relationship. 

As  I  have  indicated  in  previous  reports,  all  young  babies  are  screened  by 
the  Health  Visitor  for  Phenylketonuria  and  Congenital  Dislocation  of  the  Hip 
and  this  is  now  an  established  routine  procedure  for  all  babies.  Young 
children  are  screened  at  varying  intervals  throughout  their  early  life  for 
developmental  assessment  testing  at  3  months  of  age,  6  months,  10  months, 
18  months,  3  years  and  4  years.  Included  in  the  development  assessment  is 
a  revised  method  of  sight  testing  known  as  the  Stycar  Vision  Test. 

Health  Visitors  have  also  been  very  actively  engaged  in  furthering  health 
education  activities  both  at  the  Child  Welfare  Centres  and  the  schools  within 
the  area.

DAY  AND  NIGHT  NURSING  SERVICE 

Other  than  in  exceptional  circumstances,  the  scheme  is  intended  to  meet 
the  needs  of  patients  suffering  from  cancer  and  other  forms  of  serious  illness 
for  short  periods  in  the  terminal  stage  of  illness. 

Patients  who  may  require  this  service,  which,  if  required  covers  both  day 
and  night,  are  referred  through  their  own  General  Practitioner/  Division 
Nursing  Officer/Nursing  Sister. 

During  1972  the  following  cases  were  attended  :

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TUBERCULOSIS  —  PREVENTION  OF,  CARE  AND  AFTER  CARE 


Patients  from  this  area  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  at  the  Doncaster 
Royal  Infirmary,  being  imder  the  care  of  the  Hospital  Board  Chest  Physician. 

The  work  of  the  department  directed  towards  the  prevention  of,  and  the 
care  and  after  care  of  patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  has  continued 
throughout  the  year,  with  Health  Visitors  and  Home  Nursing  Sisters  visiting 
patients  in  their  homes  ensuring  that  treament  advised  is  continued  with,  and 
that  the  general  care  and  welfare  of  the  patient  is  maintained. 

During  the  year  there  were  9  new  cases  notified  as  compared  with  8  the 
previous  year.  From  the  9  new  cases  70  contacts  were  found  and  referred  to 
the  Chest  Clinic. 

During  the  year  7  oases  received  189  visits  by  District  Nursing  Sisters 
to  tuberculous  households  and  22  home  visits  by  Health  Visitors.

Under  the  County  Council  care  and  after  care  scheme  many  items  of 
domiciliary  nursing  equipment  are  available  to  patients  being  nursed  at  home.

In  July,  1971,  the  Chief  Medical  Ofl&cer  of  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Social  Security  advised  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Joint  Committee 
on  Vaccination'  and  Immunisation  be  accepted,  in  that  routine  vaccination 
against  smaUpox  in  childhood  is  no  longer  recommended.

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School  Health  Service 
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SPEECH  THERAPY 


In  November,  1972  the  County  Council  appointed  a  part-time  Speech 
Therapist  to  be  shared  jointly  with  the  adjacent  Health  Division  at  Goole. 

14  half  day  sessions  were  held  when  30  children  were  seen  for  the  first 
time,  of  these,  23  commenced  treatment  before  the  end  of  the  year. 


AUDIOMETER  TESTING 

The  portable  transistor  type  audiometer  provided  by  the  County  Council 
for  Health  Visitors  was  used  for  the  testing  of  schoolchildren  in  the  6  -  7  year 
age  group,  and  during  the  year  459  schoolchildren  were  seen,  of  which  449 
had  no  appreciable  hearing  loss.  10  were  referred  for  further  investigation 
by  the  school  medical  officer. 


EAR,  NOSE  AND  THROAT 

Children  found  to  require  treatment  from  school  medical  inspections  and 
child  welfare  clinics  are  now  referred  direct  to  their  family  doctor.  The  family 
doctor  then  arranges  for  an  out-patient  appointment  with  Miss  R.D.  Dunsmore, 
the  Consultant  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Specialist  at  Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary. 


HOSPITAL  EYE  SERVICE 

Children  requiring  attention  to  their  eyes  are  referred  by  the  School  Health 
Service  to  a  Consultant  Ophthalmologist  under  the  Hospital  Eye  Service,  who, 
in  turn,  arranges  for  any  necessary  treatment. 

A  special  clinic  for  such  children  is  held  once  weekly  at  Chequer  Road, 
Health  Clinic,  Doncaster  and  during  1972,  320  children  were  seen  by  the 
Consultant,  of  which  81  children  were  prescribed  glasses.
